REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention is directed to a gaming machine that incorporates aspects of 
prerecorded video integrated into a standard matrix slot machine interface to provide game 
outcomes. Prior art teaches a traditional slot machine game integrated with a football or other 
sports games. The prior art gaming devices use the sports images to aid in game outcome 
determination, but differ in the application of the sports images. The instant invention's novelty 
lies in the use of a library of a plurality of series of non-identical images occurring at different 
sequential times during an event. In other words, each reel on a slot machine's payline would 
represent an image N of a time series of images that make a time sequenced event. A winning 
condition in the instant game happens when a particular event is designated a winning event, 
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and the game machine matrix array displays a time series of non-identical time sequenced 
images in the correct order and that series matches the said particular event.
